One of these days we may have to 
start a special column just to 
handle some of Andrews Publisher 
James Roberts* editorials. But 
until that time we will just continue 
to share space with him every once 
in a while. He had another one this 
past week that is worth repeating. 


Just wish there was some way to 
reach those people in Washington. 
They don’t seem to ever get the 
message from us folks out here in 
the boondocks. 


Roberts’ thoughts on the $50.00 
rebate scheme follow: 


Dear President Carter: 
We tried from I until 3 p.m. 
yesterday to dial your number at 
the White House but your service 
isn’t any better than ours—we 
could never get thru! 


The people-to-president open line 
is a great idea but seems like 
you’re gonna have to hire another 
hand or two to handle our calls. 


Anyway, we had a suggestion to 
make. 


We were going to propose a 
simple method of handling the 
$50.00 rebate planned by you and 
Congress for all Americans earn­ 
ing under $30,000 a year. 


Purpose of the rebate is sup­ 
posedly to stimulate the economy. 
Personally, we feel ifs so stim­ 
ulated now, we can’t keep up with 
our bills. 


Since the proposed rebate will 
cost Uncle Sam in the neigh­ 
borhood of $13 billion, an amount 
that you don’t have and will have to 
go into the capital market and 
borrow, we have a better sug­ 
gestion. 


Experts say we have just enough 
money in the kitty to run Social 
Security for another eight months. 
Instead of sending all of us $50.00 
in May, you keep the $50.00 you 
don’t have, and write one check 
payable to the Social Security fund 
for the $13 billion. 


Then mail all of those people now 
receiving Social Security an extra 
$50.00 in May. It just might be 
enough to make a down payment 
for them on their gas bills. 


At least in that manner, the 
nation would only have one hot 
check floating around the country 
instead of 20 million. 


If we poured an additional $13 
billion into Social Security, those 
retired people would spend it faster 
than anyone else and consequently 
stimulate the economy as pro­ 
posed. 


And it just might be that if Social 
Security received a one-shot $13 
billion, it would not be necessary to 
go up again on Social Security rates 
next January. 


Seems rather foolish to us to 
borrow money in order to send all 
of us $50.00 when come January 
you’ll take an additional $200 away 
from all of us. 
When a pump needs priming, it 
doesn’t matter which end is 
primed—the working end or the 
retired rad—one will spend it as 
fast as the other. And the retirees 
certainly need it more than others 
especially after the coldest winter 
on record. 
It’s just a suggestion and 
probably far too simple for it to 
appeal to Congress. But $50 placed 
in Social Security for immediate 
distribution makes more sense 
than $50 in the hands of those better 
able to cope with rising prices and 
inflation than those on fixed in­ 
come. 
But keep up the open ear and 
maybe one of these days we’ll get 
an open line and really tell you 
what most Texans think of the 
federal government.

MOW IS TIMS— 
Use Oil Sprays On Pecan Trees 


Now is the time to protect 
your 1977 pecan crop from 
tiro major pests, reminds 
Kirby Clayton, county agent 
with the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
The obscure scale and the 
pecan phylloxera are win­ 
tering in their favorite pecan 
trees and are most vul­ 
nerable at this stage. For the 
matt efficient results, apply 
dormant oil in late winter or 


early spring just bef jre buds 
begin to break, advises 
Clayton. 
Dormant oil is the moat 
effective material toe con­ 
trolling the two pecan pests. 
However, the oil does not 
work well under freezing 
temperatures and should be 
applied when temperatures 
range (Tom 40 to 70 degrees F. 
Only the tree trunk needs to 
hit ihmvmI in Bm CAS* of 


large phylloxera numbers. 
However, the whole tree 
should be covered with 
dormant oil to control the 
obscure scale, adds Clayton. 
Prepare the oil spray by 
mixing one-fourth pint of oil 
per gallon of water. For large 
volumes, mix two-and-one- 
half pinta of oU in IO gallons 
of water and three-and-one- 
half gallons of oil in 
IOO

The pace is quickening 
around the halls of the State 
Capitol. Already, a total of 
1,350 bills have been flied in 
the House and 757 bills have 
been filed in the Senate. 


TRANSPORTATION 
I have filed House Bill 1178, 
relating to the mowing, 
baling or shredding of certain 
rights-of-way. 
This bill is designed to 
benefit agricultural property 
owners, as well as the State 
Department of Highways and 
Public Transportation. 
According to the provisions 
of this bill, a district engineer 
of the State Department of 
Highways and Public Trans­ 
portation may, upon request, 
grant permission to a private 
citizen to mow, bale or stared 
the right-of-way of any 
designated portion of a high­ 
way or road that is in the 
state highway system and is 
within the district supervised 
by the engineer. 
If the person who requests 
the authority to mow, bale or 
shred the right-of-way is not 


the owner of the land ad­ 
jacent to the right-of-way, the 
district engineer must first 
provide the landowner the 
option of mowing or baling 
the land 
No person may receive 
compensation for this ac­ 
tivity, but he is entitled to use 
or dispose of die materials 
produced by the mowing, 
baling or shredding 
The State of Texas, the 
Texas Department of High­ 
ways and Public Trans­ 
portation and the district 
engineer are not liable for 
any injuries or damages 
incurred during the per­ 
formance of services or 
agreements provided in the 
act. 
SUNSET LAW 
Another major piece of 
legislation which is on its way 
to the House is the so-called 
Sunset BUI, which would re­ 
quire 67 state agencies to 
justify their existence every 
eight years or be abolished. 
Ibis legislation, which has
